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BULLET IN HIS 
BRAIN. 


Nick Schneider Ends BIB Earthly Xx- 


iitence by Bending a Bullet Through 


Hi* Brain, Monday Morning. 


Nicholas Schneider, formerly en- 


gaged in the saloon business at the 
corner of Division and South Division 
streets, South Side, committed suicide 
by shooting, in the rear of P. H. 
Oashin's saloon, last Monday morning 
between 7 and 8 o'clock. The weapon 
used was a 32-calibre revolver, of the 
National bulldog make. 
Dr. South- 


wick was called shortly after the 
shooting, and he testified at the in- 
quest subsequently held that he found 
a bullet wound on the right side of 
Schneider's skull, 'about half way be- 
tween the ear and top of the head, 
and that the wound was sufficient to 
cause death. When Dr. Southwick 
arrived the body was still warm, but 
Schneider had been dead several min- 
utes. Coroner Moylan was notified as 
soon as possible and he summoned a 
jury consisting of T. J. Donlevy, John 
McGivern, Ellison Scott, Jas. Alten- 
berg, Walter Kingsbury and Wm. 
Pattee, who viewed the remains. An 
adjournment 
was taken 
until 11 


o'clock, at the court house, when 
besides Dr. Southwick, whose testi- 
mony is given in substsnce above, the 
following witnesses were sworn : 


Chas.H. Gaylord,policeman : About 


8:45 this morning Peter Zei met me on 
Division street and told me that Nick 
Schneider had killed himself. 
Went 


to rear of Cashin's saloon and found 
Schneider's body. 
Was lying on his 


hands aud knees, with his face turned 
one side, round revolver just back of 
body. 
Mr. Cushman helped me pick 


him up. 
Saw him half or three- 


quarters hour before, on Division 
street, and he seemed to be all right— 
thought he was sober. But one shot 
was fired out of revolver. Other cham- 
bers were loaded. 


A. Cushman : Saw policeman and 


several others going into Cashin's 
place. 
Went into yard and saw 


Schneider lying there. Helped Gay- 
lord pick him up. 


Peter Zei, bartender for Casbin: 


Live in same house with~Schneider 
and his family, on Warren street. 
Opened saloon this morning at about 
half-past five. When I left home 
Schneider was-still in bed. About 7 
o'clock Schneider came in, remaining 
only a few minutes. At 7:30 he came 
again and bought drinks for himself 
and a friend. 
Schneider took naif 


bitters and half whiskey. 
He then 


commenced to talk about some trouble 
he had had with Policeman Geislcr. 
"If Giesler wants trouble he can 
have it." 
"Either Giesler dies or I 


die." I then discovered he had a re- 
volver in his pocket, and tried to get 
it 
away from him, but couldn't. 


After a few minutes Schneider quieted 
down and he went into the back room 
and commenced reading a paper. 
A 


short time afterwards my brother 
came in from rear of saloon and told 
me Schneider was out in the back 
yard, fooling with a revolver. 
Mr. 


Zei then told the jury how he went 
out and tried to reason with his friend, 
asking him if he didn't think of his 
wife and children. Schneider answer- 
ed no, he thought of nothing. 
Zei 


then tried to get the revolver away 
from the crazy man, but came near 
being killed himself. Not even then 
did Mr. Zei realize that a tragedy was 
about to take place, and after his in- 
effectual effort to get the gun, walked 
over to the saloon building, some fif- 
teen or twenty feet away. 
Turning 


around he saw Schneider place the 
point of the weapon near his right 
temple and fire. The witness further 
testified that he took a revolver away 
from Schneider some eight or nine 
days before—not the gun with which 
he killed himself. 


After the testimony had been heard 


the jury brought in a verdict that 
"Nicholas Schneider came to his death 
by a pistol shot fired by his own hand, 
on the morning of the 27th day of 
August, 1894, at 8:45 o'clock." 


Nick Schneider was born in Reins- 


fold, near the city of Trier, Rhine 
province, Prussia, and was about. 46 
years of age. 
He has lived in this 


country between twenty and twenty- 
five years, coming here about eleven 
years ago from Michigan, where he lo- 
cated after his arrival. He had fol- 
lowed the calling of a stone mason 
most of the time, but a few years ago 
went into the saloon business at the 


South Side. After selling out here, he 
went to Marshfleld, over a yeat ago, 
where he run a saloon until within 
the past few weeks. 
He leaves a wife 


and four children, the oldest being 
about five years, and the youngest a 
baby of eight months. His wife is at 
the point of death, having been a suf- 
ferer for nearly a year from the effects 
of blood poisoning, accidently cutting 
one of her 
fingers. 
On account of 


Mrs. Schneider's helpless condition, 
Nick had the whole care of the chil- 
dren on his bands, for several weeks, 
besides looking after the wants of his 
wife, and it is believed the strain un- 
balanced his mind. 


The remains were taken to Boston's 


undertaking rooms after the tragedy, 
where they have been ever since, and 
from where they will be interred to- 
morrow, probably in the afternoon. 
The delay in the burial has been 
caused by waiting for relatives of the 
widow, who reside in Michigan. Mrs. 
Schneider was not told of the tragedy 
until yesterday. 
While the shock was 


great, she was not greatly surprised, 
saying that she had long expected an 
ending of this kind. 


Odd Fellows' Picnic.

Vesper Wiped Out. 


Advices arc to the effect that the 


small town of Vesper, over on the 
Port Edwards road, northwest of 
Grand Rapids, was destroyed by fire 
yesterday afternoon. 
The fire swept 


the business part of the town, burn- 
ing twenty dwellings and their con- 
tents, together with the saw and plan- 
ing mills and about 9,000,000 feet of 
lumber. The mills and lumber be- 
longed to the Sherry-Cameron com- 
pany, and the plant alone was valued 
at $40,000. The conflagration is the 
result of forest fires, which have been 
raging in that vicinity for a week or 
more past. 
Assistance was asked 


from Grand Rapids, and an engine 
and crew of men were sent at oncu, 
but they could not be of much help in 
saving property, as the fire had al- 
ready gained too much headway. The 
fire was gotten under control after 
cleaning out everything on the west 
side of the river. 
The remaining 


property, the little there is of it, is 
now practically safe.

NEW BRICK BLOCKS. 


Double and Single Storea Now Being 


Erected on Strong's Avenue by 


HIM Tack and V. f. Atwell. 


The plans and specifications for * 


new double store, to be erected on the 
west side of Strong's avenue by Miss 
Flora Tack, were brought here by C. 
C. Buck, the Green Bay architect, on 
Thuisday morning last and accepted. 
At the same time a contract was let 
to M. T. Olin for tbe erection of the 
new structure. The work of excavat- 
ing was commenced on Monday morn- 
Ing, and In a couple of days the 
masons will begin work laying the 
basement walls. The building is to 
be ready for occupancy by Nov. 1st, 
1894. It will be a two story structure, 
solid brick, 38x55 feet. 
The first 


floor will contain two stores, with a 
solid brick wall between. The upper 


being six rooms,'.! n single and in suites, 
and will be well lighted and ventilated 
throughout. The side and rear walls 
will be twelve inches thick as far as 
the second story, and from there up 
eight inches thick. The front wall, 
wherever brick is used, will be twelve 
inches. The block will have a hand- 
some front, the architecture being at- 
tractive and modern. 
French plate 


glass will be used, the show windows 
being large and roomy, and the upper 
part will be of red selected brick, laid 
in colored mortar. 
Berea sand stone, 


of a bluish tint, will be used for the 
trimmings. The new block will cost 
complete, $5.000. 
Both of the stores 


have already been rented, as have the 
rooms above with one exception. 
Miss Tack is to be commended for her 
enterprise, not alone at the present 
time, but also in the past. 


V. P. Atwell has the foundation 


built for a business block, on the east 
side of Strong's avenue, between Main 
and Clark streets, and this week tbe 
workmen will commence laying brick. 
The new structure will be ol solid 
brUjk, 25x80 feet, and promises to be 
oneof the most modern buildings In 
the city, with a handsome front, etc. 
The first floor has already been leased 
Mr. Atwell also has a crew engaged 
in excavating on Main street, about 
flfty feet east from the corner of 
Strong's avenue, but farther than do- 
ing this be is not prepared to say 
what will be done. 


Putting on Metropolitan Airs. 


A few hours were spent at Green 


Bay, the first of the week. That city 
has greatly improved during tbe past 
few years, and is now one of the most 
active towns in the state, with as 
many metropolitan airs as the best of 
them, including sewerage and electric 
cars, both of which Stevens Point 
still lacks, but is on the road to 
secure the latter and certainly should 
take steps to put in the former at the 
earliest possible opportunity.

school census shows that Green Bay 
has a population of over ten thousand, 
but there are those among her citizens 
who claim that she has at least 12,000, 
and these people always speak the 
truth under more ordinary circum- 
stances. 
It must be admitted, how- 


ever, that they arc not far out of tbe 
way, and as soon as Ft. Howard is 
annexed, which movement is now 
being favorably considered by the 
best people in both places, she will 
receive an additional five thousand, 
making her tbe fifth or sixth city in 
the state. Those who have been to 
Green Bay lately and partaken of the 
hospitality that is extended on all 
hands, are not sorry to see her expand 
and progress. 
Unmistakable signs 


are to be seen, in both the business 
and residence portions of the town;

massive brick business blocks. Every 
thing done is being well done, and 
this year alone the city will expend 
from $50,000 to $75,000 in improve- 
ments.

"shingle" which he hung out had 
scarcely got dry before the Judge was 
appointed as city attorney, and now 
nearly every person on tho west side 
of the Fox river has become convinced 
that he can secure just as good legal 
service by remaining at home as by 
crossing one of the many bridges that 
leads to Green Bay. 


WAS HE POISONED? 


Myatery Surrounding the Death of An- 


drew Miohaiaki, of the Town of 


Stevens Point.—Now Being 


Investigated. 


Jacob Wisniewski and Mrs. Andrew 


Michalski occupy cells at the county 
jail, they having, been arrested last 
Monday evening, at the home of the 
latter in the town of Stevens Point, 
by Sheriff Wheelock. 
That night 


Wisniewski was placed in the city cal- 
aboose, while bis supposed to be part- 
ner in crime was taken to the county 
bastile. Two weeks ago last Monday, 
Aug. 13th, Andrew Michalski, a Po- 
lish farmer, aged about forty-two 
years, died under peculiar circum- 
stances. He had not been feeling well 
for a few days, but was not seriously 
indisposed. 
A day or two before Wis- 


niewski called for the resident clergy- 
man, saying that Michalski was going 
to die and requesting his presence at 
once. 
When the priest arrived he 


found there was nothing alarming 
about the condition of Michalak), and 
refused to administer the sacraments, 
which Wisnicwskl persisted on having 
done. On the 13th Wisniewski and 
Mrs. Michalski drove to the city, and 
on their return the husband of the 
latter, who had been left at home 
alone, was found dead. 


Mr. and Mrs. Michalski had lived 


together for a number of years, nine- 
teen it is said, but no children had 
been born to them. 
Wisniewski, who 


is a single man, about 22 years of ago, 
came here a few years ago, and Mi- 
chalski gave him a piece of land, near 
bis own home, upon which to build a 
house. He and the woman had been 
unduly Intlmato, and last spring a 
child was born to her, but It died. 
Before and since the death of Michal- 
ski, Wisniewski had spent much of 
his time at his neighbor's home, and 
when the sheriff arrested the couple, 
last Monday evening, they were to- 
gether, at the home of the widow. 
After the death of Michalski, the 
body began to swell out of all propor- 
tions to its former self, so much so, 
It is claimed, that additional strips 
had to be fastened to the plain coffin 
In which the remains were placed, 
before the cover could be put on. 
These and other peculiar circum- 
stances, Including the actions of the 
widow and Wisniewski, at the time, 
before and since the death of Michal- 
ski, caused 
suspicion 
and gossip 


among the people and finally led to a 
warrant being sworn out by one of the 
neighbors. They both claim to be 
innocent of crime. 
They were ar- 


ranged before Judge Murat, yesterday, 
and there examination set for next 
Monday, at 0 o'clock. 


Coroner Moylan summoned a jury 


this morning consisting of Albert 
Redfleld, R. H. Mlcding, 
E. 
O. 


Stumpf, Harry Boston, F. A. Ball 
and Wm. Moeschler, and they with 
Sheriff Wheelock and Dr. J. D. Mc- 
Gregor drove up to the cemetery 
whore the remains had been Interred. 
The body had been exhumed by Jake 
Winklcr, and was still in good state 
of preservation. A postmortem was 
held, and the stomach, heart and 
liver is now in possession of the cor- 
oner. They will be sent to a chemist 
to ascertain if poison can be found. 
In the meantime the public must 
await dovclopemcnts.

DESlltUTION IN PULLMAN. 


Striken* KMIrf Commute* M»k»> Out K 


Hud SUt« uf Alfelr*. 


CHICAGO, Aug. SI.—Governor Altgeld 


paid a visit to Pullman, yesterday aud 
made a personal iuVtmtigHtiou of several 
cases of destitution aud found that the 
story of practical starvation had not been 
greatly overdrawn. 
Today he will re- 


ceive the relief committee of tho Pull- 
man strikers, and ways aud means of as- 
sisting the MitTeritiK will be discussed. 


Governor AltgelU heard tUe strikers' re- 


lief committee lull the exte.it of the desti- 
tution m Pullman. 
They showed that 


they had given aid to 3,403 families during 
the birike. The total amount spent on re- 
lief had been IIU.UOO. But subscriptions 
have now ceased. Tho committee thought 
that 1,0(10 lumilies hud been made self- 
supporting by the opening of the shops, 
leaving 1,200 to be provided for and noth- 
ing to provide with. 


The grocers of Pullman trusted the 


strikers until it was impossible to do so 
longer without bankruptcy. Asa contri- 
bution to the question of enforced pay- 
ment of Pullman rents the committeu 
stated that originally about half strikers 
resided m Pullman and half iu Roselaud 
and Kensington, the latter half compris- 
ing most ot tha common laborers aud the 
Pullman half most of the skilled work- 
men. 
The men who have returned to 


work are principally the laborers from 
Roseland and Kensington. 


The talk about evictions seems to havu 


been premature. No one has been evicted, 
although a number are moving out. In 
nearly all these cases they owe considera- 
ble rent, but are going without settling; 
they cannot settle, having no money. The 
company is not interterring in any way. 
Most of those who would go have not 
enough money to get away. There is talk 
of asking Pullman to provide free trans- 
portation. 


The result; of the investigation was that 


last ui^ht Governor Alt&eld issued a proc- 
lamation "I\> the people of the state of 
Illinois and especially to those of Chi- 
cago,'• stating that there is great distress 
growing out ot want of food in and around 
Pullman. Jlore tluiii 1,000 families, or in 
the ^neighborhood of 6,000 peopV, are ut- 
terly destitute; nearly tour-IIfths of them 
women and children. * * * "\Vecaiiuot, 
now stop to inquire into the cause of this 
distress. The good people of this state 
cannot allow women and children by hun- 
dreds to perish of hunger. I therefore call 
upon all humane and charitably disposed 
ciuztjtis to contribute v, hat they c.in toward 
the relief ot these people." The governor 
has made arrangements with the overseers 
of the poor ot' Cook county to render 
necessary assistance until contributions 
begin to comu in iu the result of his 
proclamation.

A General Holiday For the Sons 


of Toil. 


HOW AX1> r/HEKE IT ORIGINVTED. 


Tho rirst Monday In September M«lw Gen- 


rrally Observed Than WM Tlwnluclvlnc 
Thirty \>»r« Ago—Order In Which th« 
Stat«n Cainn In -It» SiK»lflcanc«—Move. 
luent For ronnolidatlon.

It was 13 years ago and iu New York 


that Labor day was first celebrated. Tho 
general assembly of tho Knights of La- 
bor was held in tho big city at tho Hud- 
son's month iu 1883, aud it was pro- 
posed by P. J. McGnire, now first vice 
president of tho American Federation, 
then a member of tho New York Cen- 
tral Labor union, that some time during 
the assembly's session that year all tho 
labor organizations of New York should 
turn out in a big parade. This propo*

sitiori wan adopted, arid tho procession 
was tho feature of Sept 5, which ffll 
on the iirst Monday of tho mouth. 
Workiiigtuen of almost every trade took 
part, and this of course stopped many 
business establishments and virtually 
made the day a holiday. The big pa- 
rade was reviewed by Richard Griffiths, 
worthy foreman of tho Knights, and ho 
as well as all who were on tho review- 
ing stand was greatly impressed. One 
Avho Avas present—Rob.ert Price of Mary- 
laud—placing his hand affectionately 
upon Mr. Griffiths' shoulder, said: 


"This is Labor clay in earnest, Uuclo 


Dick." 


Thus tho observance of what is now 


legally a national holiday began, and 
thus it was named. On every first Mon- 
day in September since that first parade 
Labor day has been celebrated iu Now 
Wrk, and tho fci/e of tho procession, 
the enthusiasm of the participants and 
tho moro or less general cessation of tho 
people from gainful pursuits have been 
evidence that tho new holiday was jus- 
tified by the best of reasons—tv demand 
from tho highest authority in a repub- 
lic—the people. 


It was not long that tho establish- 


ment of thn day in New York before 
the idea was taken up elsewhere', and 
Labor day observances were soon tin es- 
tablished lact in nearly every city of 
consequence. To the parade, which has 
ever remained tho chief of these observ- 
ances, have been added addresses on 
economic topics and the organization of 
labor, and every your tho movement has 
grown until now Labor day is far moro 
generally observed than wa.s Thanks- 
giving day yo years ago. 
Jit only two 


cases, to bfj hereinafter mentioned, has 
the date of Labor day been fixed for any 
day other than the fir.st Monday in Sep- 
tember. 


Making LAbor Day u l,«'K'il Ilolldiiy. 
It was not until 1887 that tho holiday 


was legalized in New York, tho statoof 
its birth. 
The legislatures of several 


jthor states set the day apart tho samo 
year, and by tiie close of J8U3 this had 
been done in 25 t-tates. 


Oregon was tho fir.st.sbilo to pass a bill 


legalizing the holiday. Kuch a bill was 
first, introduced, however, in the legis- 
lature of New York state. 


In several other states legislation lias 


been set on foot for the establishment of 
Labor day, but has failed so far of ac- 
ooniplishiiiont for one reason and an- 
other. Whether it will now bo thought 
necessary to wenre such legislation in 
tho remaining states is 
1 not decided, so 


far as the writer's knowledge goes. 


On Sept. 0, 1803, Hon. Amos .T. Cum- 


ming.s introduced a bill in the house of 
representatives at Washington waking 
the day a national holiday. 
This bill 


was identical in wording with one in- 
troduced on Aug. 28, 18'j:{, by tho Hon. 
Mr. Kylo of Month Dakota in the senate. 
The bill was finally passed bj congress 
June 20, 1801, and two days later re- 
ceived tho president's signature and be- 
came law. 
The pen with which Mr. 


Cleveland affixed bis signature was sent 
to Samuel Gompers, president of tho 
American Federation, and in carefully 
preserved by him. 
This bill reads as 


follows: 


"A bill making Labor day a legal 


holiday: 


"Bo it enacted by tho sennfe awl 


house of representatives of the United 
States of America, in congress assem- 
bled, That tho first Monday of Septem- 
ber in each year, being the day cele- 
brated and known as labor's holiday, 
is hereby made a l"gal holiday, to all in- 
tents and purposes in th« laiw- manner 
as Christmas 'he 1st day of January, 
the 22d day of February, the 30th day of 
May and the 4th day of July are now by 
law mado public, holiday*." 


Thti Klmlflcitncc of »!i<> Itoy. 


The American Labor day has no ex- 


act counterpart in Enropo. Thew, it is 


rrne, demonstrations of worklngtnen an 
often miulo on May 1, the object being, 
of court**, to produce an inipreauou of 
etr->iiRth iu numbers and directness of 
purpose, aud so make it easier to wiu 
proposed demands as to wagos, hours, 
etc. Tho May day demonstration is not 
altogether unknown on this gido tho 
nwaii, but in many essentials it differs 
from Labor day. Tho real distinction of 
tho American holiday lies iu tho fact 
that on that day no legal question or 
contention or dispute is supposed to bo 


j intended or allowed to interfere with 


th« day's observance. 
Tho workers for 


one day lay aside their implements of 
toil and moot to parade aud to listen to 
addresses made by thinkers who have 
long pondered tho labor problem, by all 
odds tho most important one of tins day 
aud generation. This was what its 
founders had in mind at the beginning, 
aud this idea has been pretty generally 
maintained, 
(lames and other festiv- 


ities tire permissible, of course, and 
have, in l.u'f, in sumo localities become 
important features, but tho discussion 
of the great question that interests those 
who observe mos't tho day remains and 
should remain the chief feature. 


Tho assemblies of workinginon on 


Labor day have been likened to "open 
courts," before which all sides talk up- 
on the problem of production. This char- 
acterization of the day has been truer of 
Into years than in tho past, particularly 
in some localities, whore not only think- 
ers from tho ranks of organized labor, 
but employers as well, have been invit- 
ed to address tho assembled multitudes. 
JTho educational value of the day cannot, 
therefore, bo overestimated, and one 
near whose heart the day has been over 
since its first celebration in 1883 has 
spoken of it. as "a day of education, rest 
aud recreation.'' 


li*'Rliml»KM *>f U"' I-Hlwr ]\Iovuim>nt. 


Labor day is of course n child of the 


labor organizations of America. 
Tho 


first society formed for mutual benefit 
by workingmeu in this country was or- 
ganized by the t/iilors in 1800. Prior to 
that time tailors coming to America re- 
tained membership in tho journeyman 
tailors' unions of the old country. Tho 
hatters of America organized iu 1810. 
The Columbia Charitable Association of 
Shipwrights and Calkors was formed 
some time between 183.1 and 1830. The 
printers' first organization, so fsir as 
authentic records show, was iu 1881. 
Tho true formative period of America's 
labor organizations extends over tho 20 
years from 1825 to 1851. 
Tho chief, 


movement was for higher wages and 
shorter hours of work, and there wore 
also many experiments in co-operation. 
New Harmony, lud., was tho scene of 
the first experiment of this sort. It was 
backed by Mr. Owen with $ 1,000,000 
in cash, 28,000 acres of land and two 
libraries costing $80,000 each, and 800 
persons joined in the scheme. 
It lived 


but two years, however, aud, though it 
has been followed by in any other experi- 
ments somewhat similar, none has as 
yet mado a lasting success. 


Labor legislation began as early as 


1777, when it was voted in Nowbnry- 
port, Mass., that "maximum wages" 
should bo as follows: 


Carpenters, 5 shillings 4 pence a 


day; calkors, f! shillings a day; day la- 
borers, not found, 4 shillings a day; 
day laborers, found, .'i shillings a day; 
joiners, 4 shillings 8 ponce a day; ma- 
sons, (i shillings a flay. 


It will bo observed that this legisla- 


tion was all in favor of tho employer, 
inasmuch as tho paying of higher wages 
than those named was prohibited, while 
there was no minimum scale adopted. 


I Strikes began to occur in 180!t, the first 
otic recorded being among tho sailors iu 
Now York city. It seems to have boon 
settled by the jailing of the loader. 
There were divers small strikes, and

Tho old days of 12 and 14 hours have 


given place in tho majority of occupa- 
tions to tho 10 hour day, and the agita- 
tion is now for tho day of eight hours. 
In every state laws have been enacted 
for tho protection of workiugmon such 
as were only dreamed of then. Impris- 
onment for debt has practically ceased, 
great strides have been made in the di- 
rection of tho abolition of contract con- 
vict labor, and iu many states boards of 
arbitration have been created, and in 
many ways tho law now takes cogui-

legislation was also brought up. In New 
York in 1828 a bill for a mechanic's 
lien law was favorably presented to 
the legislature, but not acted upon. Tho 
next year a workingmnn's ticket was 
put in the field—the first on record— 
but every nominee was defeated but one. 
It seems that at that timo the elections 
extended over several days, and at tho 
close of tho first day it was seen that 
tho workingmon were ahead, and so tho 
other tickets were hastily combined to 
defeat (ho workingmen's nominees. 
There were many workingmen's papers 
then, as now, judging from tho allu-

Juuico of matters that are of vital interest 
to workingmen. 
No matter how indi- 


vidual opinions may differ as to tho val- 
ue of labor organizations, Micro is no 
doubt that without their aid tho men 
would never have won tho victories 
which they prisw so highly, and despite 
their defeats, which have been many 
and sometimes believed to bo crushing, 
tho organization idea is gaining ground 
every day. 


Tlii-ro are two great divisions among 


tho labor organizations of the United 
States. 
In tlio first may bo classed tho 


great railroad brotherhoods, the unions 
affiliated with the American Federation 
of Ltibor and the international and na- 
tional trades unions. In the second may 
bo classed tho assemblies of the Knights 
of Labor and tho American Hallway 
union. 
Tho basic ilidereuei; between 


tho two types may be bummed up in 
tho statement that each union of tho 
first class possesses autonomy as to its 
own local affairs. 
It orders its own 


strikes and directs ils own local policy, 
whereas the assemblies of tho Knights 
of Labor itro to a much greater extent 
governed by tho general officers of tho 
order, ;is are tho local unions of tho A. 
II. U. by tho general officers of that or- 
der. Tho unions affiliated with tho Fed-, 
oration of Labor, for instance, boar' 
about tho same relation to that organi- 
zation that tho states of the republic 
bear to tho federal go\ eminent, all local 
laws and rules being made by each un- 
ion, while the K. of L. assemblies aro 
governed by rules laid down by tho gen- 
eral assembly. 


Many efforts have been madn looking 


to closer unity iH'tween tho different or- 
ganizations, and three "harmony con- 
ferences" of national wopo have boon 
held within tho la.st year.

Gompers, head of the federation; Gen- 
eral Master Sovereign of the Knights of 
Labor; P. M Arthur, chief of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers; Frank 
Sargent, chief of tho Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen; Eugene V. Dobs, 
president of tins American Railway un- 
ion; John McBrido of the United Mino 
Workers and most of thr other leaders 
are all in favni of unity, but for somo 
reason it ha^ .so far failed to material- 
ise.

Bul«* for Medal ConUtu. 


The medal contests inaugurated in 


New York city, in April, 1886, having 
become a decided success, and an ap- 
proved method for interesting and 
educating young people and enlisting 
audiences in the principles of prohibi- 
tion, it has been thought best, for the 
purpose of placing the contests on a 
more permanent basis, to make some 
modifications of the terms for securing 
the Demorest medals as trophies of 
merit, and also to more effectively ex- 
tend the principles of prohibition. 
The fallowing rules will therefore be 
adhered to: 


A public meeting to be arranged,for 


which the recitations will form the 
program, which may he interspersed 
with music. Three disinterested per- 
sons of intelligence are to be chosen 
to act as judges, for whom suitable 
blanks will be furnished. 
Judges are 


advised to avoid a tie, as but one 
medal 
can 
be 
presented 
at 
a 


contest. A competing class shall con- 
sist of not less than six nor more than 
ten persons. 
When not less than six 


young persons of either sex, between 
the ages of 12 and 25, shall recite before 
an audience, piece* taken from either of 
the three volumes, "From Contest to 
Conquest," the one adjuged to have 
made the best recitation 
will be 


awarded a silver medal in a satin-lined 
case. 
When not less than six of the 


silver medals are secured by as many 
contestants, the winners will be en- 
titled to compete for a gold medal. 
When eight or more gold medals have 
been won, the holders may compete 
for a handsome gold medal, studded 
with diamonds. 
On these terms the 


medals will be presented by W. Jen- 
nings Demorest, free of expense.

NoveltieH In Photography* 


It is rather startling to the ordinary 


mind to bo told thut photographs can bo 
taken without tho assistance of light. 
Photography lias always been so associat- 
ed with tho notion of tlio sun's rays and 
bright lights that a now departure in tho 
direction of similar results produced by 
other waves set tip by tho working of an 
electrical machine is a genuine surprise. 
A scientist, however, gives tho following 
faetji. "Lay a coin, like a half dollar, on a 
plate of Klas.s, and let a few sparks from 
an electric machine fall upon it. Remove 
tho coin, and tho glass surface will not 
appear to have been affected, but if it be 
breathed on tho image of the coin will nt 
once bo seen. That it is really engraved 
upon the {:lass is evident, for it will not 
easily rub off. If a piece of photographic 
paper take tin; place of the glass, it will 
have tho imprint uf the coin made upon 
it. It is not needful to have the sparks 
fall upon the coin, for if it bo inclosed In 
a dark box and brought near to an electric 
machine having short sparks passing be- 
tween its knobs tho ether waves sot up by 
tho latter will be short enough to affect 
the photographic surface, which may bo 
developed afterward in the ordinary way." 
Tho idea is new, but practical and suscep- 
tible of great development and utility.—
